Complete registration returns, for the 


first day with dnly five election districts 
missing for the entire city, show a grand 
tetal of 227,662, against 252,728 for 1904, 
and 219,352 for 1906. 

Manhattan and the Bronx ran far be- 
hind the first day of 1904, the total for 
yesterday being 125,971, against 148,799 
four years ago. Brooklyn also showed a 
falling off of more than 8,000 from the 
first day’s registration of 1904, but yester- 
day’s total for this borough exceeded that 


of the first day in 1906. 
The falling off was undoubtedly due in 


part to the fact that the Jewish holiday of 
Yom Kippur was celebrated yesterday. 

Partly also it was que to the fact that 
the requirements of the new law made it 
a longer process to register a voter. In 
the uptown Republican districts jn Man- 
hattan the registration was heavier than 
in the downtown districts, where the Tam- 
many vote is big. 

The registration or yesterday in the 
various New York City boroughs is shown 
in the following tables by Assembly dis- 
tricta in comparison with that of the 
first day of 1906. Comparison with 1904, a 
Presidential year, cannot be made by 
Agsembly districts, as there was a reap- 
portionment in 1906:

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YOUNG CLARK INDICTED. 


Released In $15,000 Bail on Arson 


Burglary Charges.

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Oct. 5.—Her- 
bert R. Clark, who lives on a $80,000 
estate at Rhinebeck and who was arrest- 
ed on Sept. 25 charged with burglary and 
arson, has been indicted in six counts by 
the Dutchess County Grand Jury. He was 
arraigned before Judge Hasbrouck to-day 
in the County Court and released under 
$15,000 bail. His counsel announced that 


he would demur to the indictments, one | 


of which charges arson in the burning of 
the $75,000 Huntington mansion, and the 
other five burglary and larceny. Clark 
will be tried next month. His father, A. 
L. Clark, {s the owner of the elevator at 
the foot of East Thirty-second Street in 
New York. Mr. and Mrs. A. L: Clark 
furnished the bonds under which he was 
released. 

Clark's arrest seems to have come about 
through the statements of his alleged ac- 
complices to the police. It was alleged 
by the police that he, with a number of 
young men, robbed houses In the neighbor- 
hood of the estate where he lived with his 
young wife and baby. The police found 
stolen property in young Clark's green- 
house, and a’ pistol which they said had 
been stolen from the Iiuntington house 
before it was burned. 

Clark, it was alleged, had been leading 
a Jekyll and Hyde life. He was a mem- 
ber of the Dutch Reformed Church in 
Rhinebeck and a leader at the Thursday 
evening class meetings. But at night, the 
police said, he had gone about with the 
young “men employed on 
neighboring estates. 

When Sheriff Chanler, 
McCabe, and an under sheriff 
his estate with a wagrant for his arrest 
Clark was on the lawn with his wife, 
baby, and mother. Chief McCabe. asked 
Clark if he could have a word with him. 
Clark thereupon stepped forward and 
then swooned, falling to the ground. He 
was taken to the county jail in an auto- 
mobile. 

The day following his arrest Clark de- 
nied the charges of arson and burglary 
made against him. He said that on the 
night of the burning of the Huntington 
house he slept in his greenhouse, as 
his alleged accomplices had told the po- 
lice.

The 
employes had come into the greenhouse, 
he said, about 10 o’clock, and a little later 
had retired. He went to bed in the green- 
house and was awakened by his alarm 
clock in the morning at 6 o’clock. He 
looked out of the window and saw the

Hall Case to Protect the 
Rev. Mr Denham. 


HE iS. STILL PREACHING 


Justice Aspinall Says Newspapers 
Serve Good Purpose In Expos- 
Ing Such Persone. 


Through a decision rendered yesterday 
by Justice Aspinall in the Supreme Court, 
Brooklyn,'‘when the report of the referee 
in :the divoroe proceedings begun by. E. 
Bartol Hall.of Gien Cove, L. IL, against 
Emma Kirk Hall was handed to him, the 
story of Mrs. Hall's relations with the 
Rev. Benjamin Q. Denham, the Manhat- 
tan clergyman with whom she eloped last 
Spring, Became known. Great efforts 
had been made to keep the details of the 
case secret, but Justice Aspinal] ignored 
the request Of Mrs. Hall’s counsel, Charles 
M, Weeks, and declared that ‘he public 
ought. to know about the case. 

The sult was begun a month ago, the 
clergyman being named as co-respondent. 
He was pastor of the First Church of the 
Disciples of Christ at 822 West Fifty-sixth 
Street, Manhattan, for six years. At the 
time Mrs. Hall left her husband the min- 
ister also digappeared, and the testimony 
given in the referee’s report proved so 
conclusively the guilt of Mrs. Hall and 
Denham that an interlocutory decree was 
recommended for Mr. Hall. Justice As- 
pinall said he would receive the report 
and sign the order granting the interlocu- 
tory decree. “ . 

As soon as Justice Aspinall announced 
that he would grant the decree Lawyer 
‘Weeks appcaled to the court to have the 
papers sealed so that the details might be 
kept from the public. He gave as a rea- 
son for this request that a clergyman was 
involved in the scandal. 

“Why should the court protect a clergy- 
man?’ asked the Justice. 

“It 1s not for the sake of the clergy- 
man,”’ protested Mr. Weeks “that I ask 
your Honor to do this, but for the sake 
of public decency. It is a case where 
the facts ought to be kept quiet, and I 
think I speak for the good sense of the 
public. I speak, too, in behalf of a woman 
leG astray by a clergyman.” 

“I don’t think any court is going to 
protect any such a man as that,” retort-

“Yes, your Honor,” replied the coun- 
sel; ‘“‘he is preaching in 
“ What? reaching?

But Grand Jury Blames Pollce Courts 
for Escape of Mrs, McCabe’s Slayer. 


The Kirigs County Grand Jury yester- 
day failed to hand in an indictment 
against any one concerned in the escape 
of Samuel Mannes, who shot Mrs. Mary 
McCabe, and was released in $300 bail 
while his victim, now dead, lay dying in 
a hospital. 

It was clear to the Grand Jury thet the 
escape of the man was due to a con- 
spiracy, but the evidence placed before it 
was not sufficient to warrant the finding 
of an indictment. The Grand Jury made 
a special report in the case in which it 


criticised the present method of handling 
prisoners. 

“We learned,” said the jury, “that the 
manner in which the City Magistrates 
Courts and the city prison transact their 
business with respect to prisoners is such 
a loose one that an error of this kind, or 
a fraudulent release of this kind, could 
occur almost any day. The Magistrates’ 
Courts should be required in each instance 
in which a prisoner has been in custody 
at the city prison and is produced by the 
Warden for arraignment in court, to make 
a report to the Warden as ‘to what dis- 
position has been made of the case in 
court. We respectfully suggest that in 
the public interest this court take such 
action as it may deem meet to bring 
about this reform.” 

The Grand Jury found that the facts 
presented to it were not such as to war- 
rant gay action on its part in the mat- 
ter of the much talked about $10,000 loan 
to Borough President Coler by William 
8. Hurley. ; 


GRAND JURY AND POLITICS. 


Judge Foster Warns Members Against 
Partisan Indictments. 


The two October Grand/ Juries were 
sworn in by Judge Warren W. Foster in 
the Court of General Sessions yesterday 
morning. In his charge Judge Foster 
warned them against political partisan- 
ship and directed their attention to the 


coming election. He said, in part: 

At this time of the year partisan activity 
is apt to run high. The heat of a campaign 
sometimes unsettles reason. Politics has no 
place in the Grand Jury room. If there is 
any effort to obtain an indictment for the 
purpose of blackening some one’s character 
or for partisan advantage, steel yourselves 
against if as honest men and be true to 
oaths you have taken. 

I recall with a feeling of deep regret that 
a@ few years ago the Chief of Police of this 
city was indicted a few days before elec- 
tion and a few days afterward the indict- 
ment was dismissed as groundless, a pro- 
ceeding which was a disgrace to the admin- 
istration of justice. Remember that you 
are here to discharge a solemn and im- 
portant duty, not to play politics.

When Gen. Fred D. Grant, the Grand 
Marshal, passed the reviewing stands hun- 
dreds of policemen had to fight hard to 
restrain the crowd from breaking through 
the lines. The companies of Coast Artil- 


lerymen from the forts in the vicinity of 
New York created a fine impression with 
their appearance and marching. / 

After the thundering salute from the 
warships in the river eight heralds rode 
@round the plaza of City Hall and 
trumpeted the official fanfare announcing 
the opening of five days of pageantry. 

The striking of the new official seal by 
Mayor Reyburn in the presence of more 
than 200 persons, including the staff of 
Gov. Stuart and that of Rear Admiral 
Arnold, was followed by the unveiling of 
bronze tablets on the old City Hall and 
old Congress Hall by the Pennsylvania 
ranch of the Daughters of the Revolu- 

on. 

To-enight the concentrated crowds of the 
afternoon spread over the centre of the 
city. Thousands jammed Chestnut, Wal- 
mut, and Market Streets. The Broad 
Street promenade was a medley, with the 
gray, blue, and gold of the army mingled 
with the blue and white of the navy. The 
hotel lobbies, blazing with light, were 
crowded with officers in full dress uni- 
forms. 

A municipal celebration at the Academy 
of Music crowded the historic playhouse 
to the doors. Mayor Reyburn, Gov. 
Stuart, the Rev. Dr. Russell H, Conwell, 
and Congressman J. Hampton Moore wers 
the speakers. 

The allegorical presentation of the_his- 
tory of Philadelphia at Franklin Field 
was exhibited to the public for the first 
time, to their manifest approval. 

Organ recitals at the various churches 
in the city, luncheon to the city’s guests, 
a public reception at Horticultural Hall, 
and the annua! convention of the Illumi- 
nating Engineers’ Seciety at the Hotel 
Walton were included in the programme 
of the day. 

In view of the thousands assembled 
along Broad Street to-day for the mili- 
tary parade, Lincoln Beachey and his 
airship ascended. He started from a va- 
eant lot at Broad and Mount Vernon 
Streets, and rose to a height of 600 feet. 
Then pointing the nose of his dirigible 
baloon south he sailed swiftly to the tall 
tower of the City Hall, which he circled 
ersowsally just below the pedestal of Will- 
am Penn's statue.

The most significant fact {n connec- 
tion with it Is that it substantially fails 
of its purpose within sixty days of its 
passage. The workingmen, to whose 
demands it was a concession, are not 
at all satisfied with it. This was 
shown in the Trade Union Congress 
at Nottingham. This body, it is well 
to note, is not a Socialist organiza- 
tion, It is supposed to represent rather 
the conservative portion of the labor 
associations. It rejected a proposition 
to unite with the radicals in a common 
propaganda. But the Congress, ‘under 
the Presidency of Mr. SHACKLETON, & 
member of Parliament, and on his 
urgent recommendation, demanded the 
reduction of the age at which pensions 
shall be given from 70 to 60 years, The 
lowest estimate of the cost of this ex- 
tension of the law ig £30,000,000, or 
$150,000,000, a year.

LITTLE OF VITAL INTEREST 


A Beautiful “ Salome,” Who Does Not 
Dance and Who Arrives a Trifle 
Late as a Sensation.

Miss Maxine Elliott, acting at Daly's 
in a new play by Rachael Crothers, finds 
herself rather seriously handicapped by 
the fact that she has been more or less 
anticipated in several of the important 
features of her entertainment. Like Miss 
Isadora Duncan, who arrived in New 
York just a week or two too late, Miss 
Elliott will probably discover the im- 
portance of the “ psychologic moment.” 

Thus, for instance, Miss Hlliott, decided- 
ly the most beautiful and alluring Salome 
that our stage has seen in point of looks, 
at any rate—for her dance is cut short 
by the New England conscience of the 
play, 80 cannot be judged—brings the 
historic incident to view only after it has 
grown more or less atale, flat, and un- 
profitable. e 

It is unfortunate, also, that a large part 

|of Miss Crothers's new and original play 
has previously been done somewhat bet- 
ter by a German dramatist not unknown 
to fame, whose “* Heimath,” translated 
into English as ‘' Magda,” is tolerably 
familiar on our stage. 

Here we find Magda converted tnto 4 
Miss Bettina Dean, newly arrived from 
Paris, where she has been studying sing- 
ing, and has discovered that she has a 
glorious future before her. Magda’s, you 
may remember, was more or less behind 


her. But as Magda was loved by a young 
gentleman of the cloth, so Bettina, re- 
turning to the old New England home- 
stead, with its atmosphere of narrow 
prejudice, is similarly attended with an 
affection held in storage for three years 
by the heroic young gentleman who 
preaches in the village church, and who, 
when the occasion rises, ean assume the 
same right that obtained in the case of 
Magda’s father. 

In other words, when he discovers Bet- 
tina in the guise of Salome—an exceed- 
ingly modest affair, by the way, in the 
light of comparison—he orders her into 
his study, after the manner of old 
Schwartz, who, —s Magda’s father, 
anges be supposed to have a better right. 

hat he says to her is left to the imag- 
ination, but at any rate Bettina, in high 
dudgeon, now decides to go to a village 
dance which she has previously agreed not 
to attend, such things being held as sinful 
in the community. She accepts as escort 
the minister’s young brother, who has 
been flirting desperately with her, and 
who, at the first opportunity, makes vio- 
lent love to her. 

This love-making occurs over a hurried 
snack of pumpkin ple, sneaked from the 

ntry by the young brother, after he and 

ettina have returned from the dance in 
the early morning hours, It is overheard 
by Bettina’s sister, who has announced 
earlier in the play that she is married to 
the young brother in sight of God, or 
words to that effect, and who, being dis- 
covered weeping by Bettina, promptly 
confesses her fault. 

Whereupon Bettina, still selfishly con- 
fident in herself and her point of view, 
reads the girl and the community a lect- 
ure on the sins of narrowness, and most 
unsympathetically tells the poor creature 
that there is absolutely no excuse for her 
behavior, since she, Bettina, has been able 
to take care of herself out in the big 
world. 

Just what sort of a rural community 
Miss Crothers is trying to depict it would 
be difficult to state. We now have the 
arrival of a Miss Annabelle Greenleaf, the 
housekeeper, representing the commu- 
nity’s point of view, and she is shocked 
beyond words at Bettina’s and the young- 
er brother’s absence from the house all 
night. 

_ The idea that people can remain at a 
dance until nearly morning, and then be 
delayed in arriving home by the slowness 
of the family horse appears to be quite 
beyond her comprehension. Moreover, 
neither she nor any one else appears to 
remember that it would be quite possible 
to make inquiries which would lead to 
discovery as to the time the dance actu- 
ally broke up. 

The upshot of the matter is that Bet- 
tina suddenly realizes that she has been 
rather selfish after all, and in her re- 

entance she admits that she has been 
Sonos of her sister’s voice, but that

“ Apoticeman’s lot is not a happy one,” 
runs Gilbert and Bullivan’s ditty, and 
Richard Harding Davis, the literary Dep- 
uty Sheriff of Westchester County, found 
the sentiment well grounded im fact yes- 
terday when ‘he got his first “ case.”

North Castle, the Davis manor,- wrapped 
in quiet, was dimly discernible from the 
road in the gathering light of eariy 
morning; within, the writer,. his trusty 
gun beside him and his badge within 
reach, was dreaming of copyrights and 
other literary bugaboos when the two 
farmers tramped down the roaé. It was 
5 o'clock when they reached North 
Castle. Their meeting had been by 
chance. Both got up yesterday morning 
to do the chores and both found that 
their stables had been entered. Com- 
paring notes, they decided that the same 
thieves had robbed them both, go together 
they sought Mr. Davis, 

Once aroused, the literary deputy was 


quick to act. Within five minutes he 
was dressed and ready to lead the search. 


Mr. Davis and the farmers took up the 
trail in the Sheriff's family cart. It was 
easy to follow the hoofprints of the horses 
and the wheels of the farmers stolen 
wagon.

Foreign Markets’ Advantages. 


As is almost invariably the case in a 
“war scare"’ in.any corner of the world, 
European markets, and particularly Lon- 
don, had undoubted advantage over the 
Stock Exchange here in the matter of 
learning and appraising the news of the 
Bulgarian-Turkish crisis. While the aver- 
age New York broker was reading in his 
morning paper at the breakfast table of 
the developments in Hastern Europe, the 
London Stock Exchange was already hard 
at work discounting them, and this was 
true also of the Paris and Berlin Bourges, 
In Paris the favorite form of diversion on 
the outbreak of any trouble in that oorner 
of Burope is to sell Turkish securities, 
and. the following of this rule yesterday 
produced breaks of 4 points or so in such 
igsues.. In London consols fell 7-16, and 
among the American shares to break bad- 
ly were Canadian Pacific, 2%; Reading, 
2%: Union Pacific, 2%; St. Paul, 1%, and 
Atchison, 1%. The cables were~busy car- 
rying information on the situation from 
hour to hour, and over them there came 
also a good many selling orders in stocks, 
The execution of such orders at the open- 
ing of the market here was the direct 
cause of the losses of from 1 to 2 points 
‘all around the room.

Already Financing the War, 


One of the day’s cables had it that 
Ferdinand of Bulgaria was in conference 
with bankers over the financing of the 
“war.”

The Greene Gold-Silver Company, one of 
Col. W. C. Greene’s Mexican mining pro- 
motions, finds itself without a transfer 
office through the exhaustion of its funds 
and the temporary inability of {ts stock- 
holders to communicate with Col. Greene, 
who, when last heard of by Wall Street, 
was busy on his mining properties in 
Mexico.

The company for a long time had an 
office at 24 Broad Btreet, and more re- 
cently at 25 Broad Street. Besides W. C. 
Greene the Directorate of the Greene 
Gold-Silver Company, accarding to a re- 
cently published list, contained , Bird 8. 
Coler, John T. Morrow, John H.' Martin, 
U. A., Woodbury, and a dozen or more 
other men. The concern is capitalized 
at $25,000,000. A large part of this stock, 
over $8,000,000, after having been issued 
to Col, Greene, was turned back by him 
into the treasury of the company last 
Fall when the company was in need of 
money with which to continue develop- 
ment work at its mines. The stock was 


then selling very low. 

Last Spring, when the affairs of the 
company were again commanding the 
close attention of its stockholders and Di- 
rectors, a committee of the latter sug- 
gested that the former contribute 5 cen 
a.share on their stock to defray the cos 
of a complete examination of the com- 
pany’s affairs. At that time, too, it was 
stated that a fund of $25,000 would be 
necessary to maintain the company’s or- 
ganization, including its offices in New 
York, until the results of this examina- 
tion would show just what was the com- 


pany’s position. 

The question yesterday which for a time 
perturbed the Curb brokers who trade in 
Greene Gold-Silver was whether or not 
anybody would buy the stock now that 


they cannot have the certificates trans- 
ferred to their own names. Doubts also 
occurred whether or not ony one would 
sell it if he realized that with the trans- 
fer office closed the stock would have to 
stay in his name even after he sold 
it. It was agreed among the brokers

The city’s plans for the widening of 
Fifth Avenue were explained yesterday 
to a number of the property owners at 
a meeting of the Fifth Avenue Associa- 
tion in the Holland House by George W. 


the proposed Tillson, Chief Engineer of the Bureau of

Highways. He took pains to allay the 
feafs of the property owners that the 
resolution of the Board of Estimate would 
be too literally enforced, or that the 
avenue would be torn up immediately, just 
as ites busy season is beginning. 

As the avenue exists to-day, the road- 
way is forty feet wide, whiclt Mr. Tillson 
regards sufficient for two streams of traf- 
fic each way. It ts intended to widen 
the road between Twenty-fifth Street and 
Forty-seventh Street to fifty-five feet, 
thus increasing its capacity by 60 per 
cent. The work has already been com- 


pleted between Fortileth ana Forty-second 
Streets. 


The point which was troubling the prop- 
erty owners particularly was the order to 
remove every part of their buildings 
which encroached even a few inches over 


the property line. Of this Mr. Tillson 
sald: 


“The original plans, as proposed and 
approved by the Corporation Counsel, pro- 
vided that in special cases where the ob- 
structions of the sidewalk did not project 
more than two and a half feet beyond 
the property line exceptions should be 
made. Many of the obstructions are a 
matter of only five or six inches, and to 
remove these would be very awkward. 
The idea of the improvement is quite as 
much to beautify as to widen the avenue, 
and it would be absurd, in my opinion, 
to remove all the pillars, bay windows, 
and pilasters which break the flat sur- 
} face of the buildings, Moreover, in many 
cases the floors of the stores are a little 
above or below the grade of the side- 
walk, and this two and a half feet would 


permit steps to be placed for the use of 
those entering them. 


“ But when the question of the widening 
came before the Board of Estimate the 
resolution was so drawn up as to prevent 
any encroachment whatever, and so, as 
the ordinance stands at present, you are 
compelled to keep strictly to the property 
line. But I believe that if this association 
appears before the Board of Estimate and 
presents its there will be no diffi- 
culty in getting a modification of {ts order 
to its original form,’”’ 


Considerable relief was expressed by 
many of the members present at this at- 


titude of the Borough President's office, 
and. then the question came up of the time 
to be set for the alterations. Strong ob- 
jections were made by several store pro- 
prietors against any alterations being 
made in the Winter, when the business 
of the avenue is at its height. 

a W e have only a seven months’ season. 
Can’t the alterations be postponed to the 
Summer?” they asked. ye 

Mr. Tillson was quite willing to fall in 
with the suggestion. He thought that the 
plans and specifications could be pre- 
pared and the contracts let this Winter, 
and that the Borough President's office 
would be quite willing to consult the con- 
veniences of the members of the associa- 
tion as to the date of beginning the work. 

June 1 or 15 were the dates urged upon 
him, and he declared that it was the in- 
tention of the Bureau of Highways to let 
the contract as one piece of work, but 
not to allow more than one side of the 
Street to be altered at one time. Conse- 

; quently, there would be no blocking of 
the avenue. 

Among many questions asked Mr, Till- 
son was whether an arrangement could 
be reached by which the owners of sub- 
cellars extending under the sidewalk 
might continue to use them. He declared 
that he thought that permission would be 
granted, as long as the cellars were prop- 
erly arched over and made perfectly safe.

The Board of Estimate continued the 
budget hearings yesterday. There was 
considerable discussion over the Board of 
Education's request for $33,031,484. Presi- 
dent Winthrop explained that the manda- 
tory increase of teachers’ salaries amount- 
ed to $2,223,000, and pointed out that the 
estimate for supplies was $367,000 less 
than last year. The Mayor asked a 
great many questions of Dr. Maxwell as 
to the Normal College “prep” students 
and discussed the cost per capita of stu- 
dents in the City College with Dr. Finley, 
who asked for an increase of $92,508 over 
the appropriation for this year. 

District Attorney Jerome asked for an 
increase of $13,520, two additional Deputy 
Assistants, and six additional employes. 
He urged the increase in felony cases as 
a& reason for the increase in the stare. | 
The Commissioners of Accounts asked for 
an increase of $8,900, which included an 
increase in the salaries of the two Com- 
missioners from $5,000 to $7,500. The City 
Record asked for $563,636 additional, the 
Public Library an increase of $674,472 
and Sheriff Foley an increase of $11,150.
